ORDER 

New Delhi, the 10th March 1972 

S.O. 183(E)/16A/IDRA/72.—Whereas the industrial undertaking known as 
Messrs. Mysore Electro-Chemical Works Ltd., having registered office Ot Yesh- 
wantpur, Bangalore-22, is engaged in a Schedule Industry, namely, manufacture 
of ,ead acid storage batteries; 

And whereas it had come to the notice of the Central Government that the 
aforesaid industrial undertaking was being wound up by or under the supervi- 
. ion of the High Court of Mysore and the business of the company was not 
being continued; 

And whereas the Central Government was of the opinion that it is necessary, 
in the interest of the general public and, in particular, in the interests of pro¬ 
duction, supply and distribution of articles or class of articles relatable to the 
aforesaid Schedule Industry, to investigate into the possibility of running or re¬ 
starting the aforesaid industrial undertaking; 

And whereas an application was made by the Central Government before the 
High Court of Mysore under sub-section (1) of Section 15A of the Indu3trieB 
(Development and Regu.atjon) Act, 1951 (85 of 1951), praying for permission to 
make or cause to be made an Investigation into the possibility of running or 
re-starting the aforesaid industrial undertaking, by such person or body of per¬ 
sons as the Central Government may appoint for the purpose; 
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And whereas the High Court of Mysore, by its order dated 3rd March, 1872, 
has granted permission to the Central Government under the said Section 15A 
to conduct an investigation as aforesaid: 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 15A of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951, (05 of 1951), and in pursu¬ 
ance of the permission granted by the High Court of Mysore by its order 
dated 3rd March, 1972. as aforesaid, the Central Government hereby appoints, 
for the purpose of making a full and complete investigation into the affair* of 
the industrial undertaking known as Messrs. Mysore Electro-Chemical Works 
Ltd,, with a view to ascertaining the possibility of running or restarting the said 
industrial undertaking, a body of persona consisting of:
